1 WHAT MISS ADA SWEET SAYS 


Democrats Were the Advisers of the 
Woman’s Club, 


QHEY PASSED ON THE MEASURE. 


John P. a. Democratic candidate for 
Governor of “Illinois, helped to frame the 
Compulsory Education law. 

On the testimony of no less reliable an 
authority than Miss Ada C. Sweet, whom er- 

ery one knows as a leader in many of the pub. 
lie spirited movements in this city, Tun 
Taeune has it that Judge Altgeld passed 
upon the original Compulsory Education bill, 
if indeed he did not actually write the most 
radical sections of it. 

As Miss Sweet says, his attitude at the time 
the bill was proposed is a matter of record in 
the public press of the time and in documents 
in possession of the Woman’s club. 

It will be remembered that the original bill 

relative to compulsory education and the 
teaching of English to all school children 
in the State was drawn up in Chicago under 
the auspices of the Woman's elub. This club 
was made up of a large number of practical 
educators and women of affairs. Accordingly 
the subject of com pulsory education was taken 
up by the club. A committee was appointed, 
with Miss Ada C. Sweet as Chairman, to pro- 
vide for the drawing up of a bill and a presen- 
tation of the same to the Legislature. 
Altgeld Their Advisor. 

At the outset the women who, of course, 
sought to make the bill correct as to its word- 
ing and the constitutionality of its provisions, 
sought the counsel of two men who had sig- 
nified a willingness to assist. These 
men were John P. Altgeld and Judge 
Murray F. Tuley. Altgeld was the 
mainstay and advisor of the committee. Every 

word that went into the bill was carefully con- 
sidered by him, and when the bill was sent 
down to Springfield it went with his avowed 
approval. The chances are that he actually 
wrote much of it himself in connection with 
‘his fellow-Democrats, Judges Tuley and 
Prendergast. A committee of the Board of 
Education, Louis Nettelhorst and F. W. Par- 
ker of Englewood, both Democrats, was act- 
ive in considering and framing the bill. Miss 
Sweet thinks Altgeld wrote part of the bill, 
but she cannot say for certain, At any rate, 
it is an undeniable fact that Algeld figurative- 
ly set the seal of his approval on the bill. 
When it is temembered that this bill was 
far more radical and stringent in its specifica- 
tions than the bill that actually passed it 
makes Altgeld’s part in the affair more sig- 
nificant. 
When the committee of the Woman’s club 
went to Springfield with the bill they found 
that Senator Berry of Carthage already had 
one in the field. Berry's bill was not so far- 
reaching in its measures by a long way. 
Sweeping Provisions of Altgeld’s Bill. 
The bill sanctioned by Altgeld not only pro- 
_ vided that the English language should be 
taught, doth as to reading and writing, to 
every child of school-going age in the State, 
but also said that American history, geog- 
raphy written in English, and arithmetic in 
the same tongue must be taught. The bill 
also provided that all parochial schools should 
be under the supervision of the public school 
authorities. The Berry bill said that 
English reading and writing should be taught, 

not mentionmg geography, American history, 
and arithmetic. j 

The representatives of the Woman’s club 
succeeded in getting some of the provisions 
of their measure incorporated in the Berry 
bill, and the latter, so fixed, was passed. It 

was practically the same bill as the one Altgeld 

sanctioned, only not so radical in its compul- 
sory and English features. , 

The foregoing facts show that John P. Alt- 
gela, Democratic candidate for Governor, as- 
sisted in the preparation ofa bill containing 
the identical provisions ol the measure he 18 
now denouncing in the strongest terms, and 
that to a large extent he is personally respon- 
sible for a law he condemns.

COURT-HOUSE AT FORT WAYNE ON HRE. 


Unsuccessful Attempt to Burn It, Together 
with the County Records. 

Fort Warxx, Ind., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—An 
attempt was made last night to burn the Al- 
len County Court-House and destroy the coun- 
ty records, as well as the ballots for Tuesday’s 
election. The janitor discovered the curtains 
in the Circuit Court room on fire and the 
woodwork must have caught in a mo- 
ment more. As the room had not been 
used for hours ana no light was 
in it, and a half-burned match, still hot, was 
found on the floor, there is no doubt that the 
intention was to burn the court-house. Mayor 
Seelinger has offered $500, and tomorrow an- 
other reward of $1,000 additional will be of- 
fered. The ballots for election were stored 
immediately under the court-room and the 
door leadmg thereto was not locked 
last night, the first time in years, the 
object being, it is thought, to burn 
the ballots to interfere with the 
coming election. However, it is evident the 
real object was to destroy the county records. 
For the last two months the Republicans have 
been exposing the corrupt practices of the 
Democratic county officials, the court-house 
having been occupied by the latter almost 
continuously for fifty years. The people de- 
manded an examination of the books, and a 
committee of bankers and business-men, all 
Democrats, was appointed. They returned a 
verdict last week finding the charges true. 
The results of the investigation would have 
been destroyed had the fire not been ex- 
tinguished. : | 


NO TRACE OF THE MISSING ENGLAND, 


It Ig Feared the Steamer Has Blown Out 
to Sea—Held in Quarantine. 

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—No word 
was received today of the disabled National 
line steamer England, which is now four days 
overdue, nor was anything heard of the sea 
tug Luckenbach, which was sent by the agents 
Saturday to search for it. The England was 
last seen off Cape Race Thursday by the 
steamer Montezuma. A dozen vessels have 
passed the spot where it was last sighted and 
followed the course it would have taken to 
reach this city, but none of them have 
seen it. The general belief is that 
it has been blown out to sea or 
drifted out of the usual steamship course. 
The steamship Suevia, which arrived at quar- 
antine Saturday with 268 cabin passengers 
from Hamburg, was detained on account of 
the President’s twenty-day order. It left 
quarantine in the afternoon and moved up 
near Bedloe’s Isiand, where it anchored. 
There was quite a large bunch of steamers 
grouped about Liberty Island. The Rich- 
mond Hill arrived today from London with 
sixty-eight cabin passengers, and was detained 
according tothe new order. The other steam- 
ers were English freight tramps awaiting for 
dock room. The detained steamers will prob- 
ably be released tomorrow by a special order 
from the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton. Steamship agents do not believe their 
vessels will be detained for twenty days, as it 
would cripple their business.

Saratoaa, N. I., Nov. 6.—] Special. ]—Mar- 
tin Foy Jr., who escaped July 10 from the 
Saratoga County jail and for whom a reward 
of $500 was offered, was arrested at Oakland, 
Cal., last night, and is now in custody there. 
Chief of Police Louis Schaffer of Oakland 
today wired this fact, and also that Foy ad- 
mits being the murderer of Miss Henrietta 
Wilson in Saratoga Springs last spring. Foy, 
who is under indictment for murder in the 
first degree, is a race-track follower and is 
well known in New York, Chicago, and other 
racing centers. The young woman murdered 
by him in open daylight and in the presence 
of witnesses came from Philadelphia, Pa., 
but divided her time between Saratoga 
Springs and New York. District Attorney 
Hamilton will tomorrow obtain the necessary 
requisition papers from Gov. Flower, and 
Sheriff Worden will leave for Oakland as soon 
as possible.

Northwestern Texas, Arizona, and New 
Mexico Drought Broken, 

Ex, Paso, Tex., Nov. 6.—The drought in 
Northwestern Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, 
and Northern Mexico has been broken, rain 
falling almost steadily for the last twenty-four 
hours. It has come too late to be of benefit to 
grass, unless a warm spell follows, as the 
grass has already cured and water will rot it. 
It has served another purpose, however, in 
filling al} the water holes. New Mexico stock 
has been and is being shipped and driven into 
Utah and Nevada in great numbers. The loss 
has been great from the want of rain. 
Cup, Ark., Nov. 6.—A steady rain has 
been falling in this section for twelve hours, 
accompanied by acold wind. Great damage 
will result to the cotton in the fielas, as it will 
rot in the boll.

POINTS OF VANTAGE OOOUPIED BY 
THE REPUBLIOAN PARTY. 


Both Men and Measures Are the Popular

Any 
one refusing to answer such questions or any 
judge refusing to put the same and accepting the 
vote without doing so, you should request the 
United States Supervisor or Marshal to place 
at once under arrest and take them before the 
United States Commissioner. Send all mem- 
orandums of irregularities, etc., together with the 
count as declared, to the: Republican headquar- 
ters, No. 100 Washington street. In case of trouble 
be sure to telephone at once to headquarters.

WHOLESALE FRAUDS IN BALTIMORE. 


Democrats Colonize Oyster Dredgers and

HOW IT FEELS TO DIE BY DROWNING, 
The Experiences of a Man Who Believes 


He was Stone Dead. 

Pall Mall Budget: Ali my life long I have 
been singularly destitute, I believe, of that 
physical shrinking from death which so many 
human beings feel so acutely. I do not 
mean to say I am in any hurry to die; as long 
as things go tolerably well with me in the 
world I have no msupportable objection to 


living, but whenever I stand face to face with 
death, as happened to me several times in the 
course of my career, 


I regard the prospect of 
annihilation with perfect equanimity. I can 
honestly declare that on all such occasions 
— doubts and fears ＋ be for the safety 
and pecuniary ition o survivors, espe- 

idee immediately dependent 
upon me. 


For myself, I have never felt one moment’s 


disquiet. And I attribute this entire absence. 


of fear of death to the unusual fact that I have 
already tried dying, and found it by no means 
a painful or terrifying experien 
what I say quite literally. 
slightest hesitation in asserting 
my life I really and truly died—died as dead 
as it is possible for a human being to — — 
that afterward I was resurrected. I have feit 
and know the whole feeling of death—not part 
of it only. but che actual end of dying. I did 
not stop half way; I died and was done with,

THE CAMPAIGN IS ABOUT CLOSED. 

The Presidential campaign of 1892 virtually 
is closed, Nothing now remains but to hold 
the election and count the votes and annouuce 
the result. The thousands of eloquent orators 
are rendered dumb. The “ matchless exposi- 
tions and the “scathing denunciations of 
their friends, the enemy, are ended. Every 
one who has a mind to make up has made it 
up, whom he will vote for, and nothing will 
move him to change it. Those who have no 
minds to make up will vote as their passions 
or their prejudices or the money of the 
workers shall influence them. There 
may bea very small percentage of waifs and 
estrays who will put off a decision until the 
very last moment, hoping in some mysterious 
manner to find out how the election is going 
and to come in under the wire with the win- 
ners. 

If the Democrats shall win in this election 
it will mean wildcat money, for that is in 
their platform; free trade, for that, too, is in 
their platform; ruined industries and low 
wages, for those are the inevitable results of 
their platform; dishonest gerrymandering to 
keep in power when they fall into a minority; 
and the only consolation for the Republicans 
will be that the Democrats will have to suffer 
their full share of the misery and mischief 
they have wrought, and that four years hence 
they will meet a Waterloo overthrow at the 
hands of indignant and betrayed people. If 
the Republicans win it means honest money, 
prosperous industry, high wages, plenty of 
work, and the continuance of the existing 
good times which the country is enjoying. 

It is of no use to try to predict the result of 
tomorrow’s struggle.

MR. WAYNE MACVEAGH’S DESTRUCTIVE 
POLICY. 
Mr. Wayne MarVeagh said Saturday night: 


Gentlemen, there is one fact which all thought- 
ful men ought never to lose out of miad, and that 
is that all taxes, however levied, whether by a 
tariff upon imports, by an internal revenue act, 
in any way under which taxes are now levied in 
America, of all such taxes 90 per cent filters 
through all contrivances, filters through all sorts 
of stages, off of me. Off of you, off of the middle 
men, to the back of the man who earns his bread 
by his daily toil. There are, indeed, only two 
possible sources of taxes which occur to me as 
proper of which that would not betrue. One 
would be a graded income tax. which we do not 
have; the other would be a graded succession 
tax, which we do not have. Both those taxes 
would impose upon the class to which in a modest 
measure I belong a fair share of the burdens of 


government. 

The first part of this might have been sum- 
marized into the statement that the taxes 
called customs duties are paid in part by peo- 
ple according to the amount of their con- 
sumption. As & man consumes. so does he 
pay. It be does not choose to consume for- 
eign goods he does not pay any of the cus- 
toms duty. ‘The qualifying clause should be 
added, however, thata part of the customs 
duty is paid by the foreigner for the purpose 
of getting access to or retaining his hold on 
the American market in competition with the 
home manufacturer. The tables printed re- 


the Canadian boundary line show that the 
Canadian producer pays the bulk of the duty. 

So of other imports. 

The McKinley bill raised the duties on a 

great variety of articles about one-tenth. Al- 
most everybody in 1890 supposed the price of 
the goods would advance at least equal to the 
increase of the tariff. But they have not done 
so. Most things are actually cheaper. Mr. 

MacVeagh knows that to be the fact. But if he 

denies it he can find it-out by stepping into any 

store in Philadelphia or Chicago or elsewhere. 

Hence when the duty is filtered back to the 
consumer it is found that he has not paid 

the McKinley rise in the tariff, but the foreign 

exporter has paid it by shading or reducing 
his prices to his American customers equal to 
the advance under the McKinley bill. Was it 
honorable on the part of this high-toned 

mugwump to conceal this fact? Certainly 

not. a 

If the method of raising revenue by duties 


were abandoned and the graded income 


tax substituted forit, which the self-sacrificing 
Mr. MacVeagh seems to prefer, not a cent of 


the burden would fall on foreigners, and all 


of it would come upon Americans; the 
greater share being paid out of the 
wage fund, it would fall on those, 
who could afford it the least—the workingmen. 
This tax being taken from the fund which em- 
ploys labor would cripple industry and lessen 
employment, because the manufacturer would 
pay less wages to his men. It would thus 
filter through all contrivances ”’ and reach 
the workingman and come out of his pocket- 
book. And the effect of free trade would be 
to cut down their wages fully one-half in most 
of the trades and occupations. If the wage- 
earners would not accept that reduction, with- 
out which competition with Europe would be 


impossible, there would be no work for them 


until they did. If they submitted to that big 
free trade cut they would have to stand a sec- 
ond one due to Mr. MacVeagh’s graded in- 
come tax. 

Since these are his ideas of what is best for 
the country and for the industrial classes it is 
well that he has left the Republican party. It 
has been saved the necessity of expelling him, 
but he should have gone long ago. There is 
no room in it for men holding doctrines 
which, if put in practice, would paralyze cap- 
ital on the one hand and rob the workingmen 
on the other. Let him make his bed with 
sweet-scented Tammany and the Confederate 
South. 


WILDCATS, 

The junior Democratic organ of this city 
tries to caricature the efforts made by Tus 
Trisune to show the people the terrible re- 
sults that must follow the reintroduction of a 
wildcat currency, such as is threatened by the 
Democratic platform that asks for the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on State bank circula- 
tion.

Republicans 
have only stated the simple facts of the mat- 
ter. A thousand Democratic delegates as- 
sembled in national convention in this city 
last June unanimously adopted the resolu- 
tion at the request of the South that the tax 
on State bank circulation should be repealed. 
They did this in obedience to a unanimous 
demand by sixteen Southern States. The 
Democratic candidate for President, gener- 
ally at first and more specitically afterwards, 
indorsed that plank in the platform.

They 
have taken this position in spite of 
the fact that the constitutionality of the 
law has been affirmed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The Democratic party, 
from top to bottom, is pledged to repeal the 
10 per cent tax law whenever able to do so. 
This is indisputable fact, and grotesque cari- 
catures ought not to blind the eyes of anti- 
wildcat Democrats to the danger of electing 
Cleveland and voting in a sufficient number of 
Democrats to Congress to effect a repeal of 
the law.

SHALL THE UNITED STATES BE DEPEND- 
ENT OR INDEPENDENT? 

The Republican policy is to promote the pro- 
ductive investment of American capital, to 
secure employment for American labor, to 
develop the natural resources of the count ry, 
and to buy nothing abroad which can be pro- 
duced at home. The Republican idea is that 
the more nearly the country can supply all its 
own wants without going abroad the nearer 
is it to a state of absolute prosperity. 

The Democratic policy, set forth in its last 
national platform with a frankness which 
shows how utterly the South has taken 
control of the party, is that the coun- 
try should buy everything abroad with 
which foreign countries can supply it, 
As corn, pork, and similar articles 
cannot be bought from foreign countries, 
the Demoerats are willing that they should be 
produced in the United States, but as iron and 
steel and articles made from them, as the tex- 
tile fabrics, as glass, pottery, chemicals, etc., 
ean be made abroad the Democrats think they 
should be imported thence and paid for with 
wheat, cotton, and meats as far as they will 
go, the balance to be settled in gold or bonds. 

By the Republican policy American imports 
would be lessened in all products produced in 
the United States and in articles of luxury 
which the artificers of this country cannot 
produce. There would be no difficulty about 
paying for those imports, including tea, cof- 
fee, and sugar, with American exports. The 
value of the cotton, flour, meat; and manu- 
factures sent abroad always would exceed or 
equal that of the imports, and the foreigners 
would have to pay the difference in gold. 

if the Democrats had their way the imports 
would consist not merely of non-competitive 
products but also very largely of competitive 
ones. The ports would be opened and the 
foreign goods would pour in. The greater 
the quantity the better pleased the Democrats 
would be. They, would say they had kept 
their promise that the people should have 
cheap goods. Hew would these imports be 
paid for? With raw materials as far as they 
would find a foreign market. As they would 
not suffice it would be necessary to send gold 
and bonds. That would not displease the 
Democrats, for it would leave the field free 
for their favorite State bank wildcat. The 
national currency would disappear and the 
fluctuating currency of the States, based on 
nothing in particular, would take its place. 
After the gold had gone, adverse balances 
would be paid in mortgages. 

As the cheap goods began pouring in the 
American manufactories would begin shut 
ting up until men would work at low wages. 
As each man employed in them quit work some 
other man with whom he had been exchanging 
products would also cease laboring. The 
country would be full of men out of work, 
willmg to work, and yet refusing to work for 
those low wages which would be the best em- 
ployers could offerthem. Banks would fail, 
merchants would become insolvent, and a 
bankruptcy law would be the first legislation 
demanded of Congress. 

If these things are desirable it will not take 
long to bring them about. If that prospect 
pleases the voters all they have to do is to elect 
Cleveland and back him up with a Democratic 
House and Senate. If Mr. Cleveland is in- 
augurated on the 4th of March he can 
call the Fifty-third Congress together 
in extra session and that body can 
pass, and he can sign, a law which may be 


repealing all duties on competitive goods, and 
also the 10 per cent tax on State bank notes. 
If the voters see fit the next Independence 
day can be made the beginning of a new éra. 
For thirty years the policy of the country has 
been to become as independent of Europe as 
possible. If it pleases the people the aim 
shall be henceforth to be dependent on Eu- 
rope for everything which Europe can pro- 
duce.

SPEAKER CRISP RUNS AGAINST A SAG- 
INAW SNAG. 

Mr. Arthur Hill, the lumberman of Sag- 
inaw, has run Speaker Crisp plump against a 
snag. The latter gentieman made a speech 
the other day in that busy city in which he 
claimed that the American manufacturers of 
hats and woolen goods were making colossal 
profits by reason of the McKinley bill. Ac- 
cording to Speaker Crisp the English manu- 
facturer realizes a 10 per cent profit when he 
sells his hat at $1. Since the American hat- 
ter, according to Crisp, produces hats as 
cheaply as the English hatter he could sell 
them at $1 and make 10 per cent profit, but 
as he sells them at $1.50 he realizes thereby a 
60 per cent profit. 

Mr. Hill was so struck with these figures 
that he at once made a business proposition 
to Speaker Crisp. In behalf of himself and 
three responsible citizens he agreed to furnish 
Crisp with $100,000 to start a hat factory on 
one side of the Saginaw River and $100,000 
more to start a woolen factory on the other 
side. Besides this, the Saginaw Improvement 
company offered the ground free and a con- 
siderable bonus towards the erection of the 
factory. The proposition is made on che fol- 
lowing conditions: “ That you shall deliver 
to us a bond, to be approved as sufficient by 
the President of the Bank of Saginaw and the 
President of the Home National Bank here, 


guaranteeing to us a return of 10 per cent per

000 to be paid over by us to you as fast as it is 
required in the erection ot the plants.” Mr. 
Hill and his associates are satisfied to take 10 
per cent and to concede all the rest of the 
colossal profits arising from the operation of 
the McKinley tariff bill to Speaker Crisp. 

This attractive proposition stands open for 
thirty days, but Speaker Crisp has given no 
signs of acceptance. But if all the profits go 
into the pockets of the manufacturer why 
does not the Speaker nail and clinch this gen- 
erous offer at once and not run the risk of 
losing such a chance to make his fortune in 
no time at all? Why, indeed, is not every one 
rushing into hat and woolen factories? Mr. 
Hill has made a fair proposition. Crisp has 
not answered it yet. It is safe to say he never 
will. He dare not face his own music. 


ROTTEN STATE BANK CURRENCY. 

Last Thursday’s speech by Gov. McKinley 
at Cleveland, O., was a most effective exposi- 
tion of the evils of wildcat currency which 
have afflicted the people of the United States 
in the past. It told how industry and wealth 
were made the sport of chance by the fluctua- 
tions and reactions of State bank currency in 
former days, and pointed out the tendency to 
inflation and contraction which was always a 
necessary concomitant of State bank issues, 
Gov. McKinley quoted the following from a 
speech made by Gen. Garfield at Mount 
Vernon, O., in 1869: 

Examine a bank note reporter for 1862-63 and 
consider the mass of trash there set down as the 
paper currency of the country In November, 
1862, the circulation of bank paper in the loyal 
States was $167,000,000, The State securities for 
this a.aount were only $40,000,000, leaving over 
$120,000,000 inadequately secured. In only nine of 
the States did the law require the circulation to 
be secured by State bonds. In the State of IIli- 
nois from 1851 to 1863 the failure of banks num- 
bered eighty-nine, and their paper ranged from 
36 per cent to 100 per cent below par. Of the $12,- 


000,000 of bank circulation in Illinois the people 


lost $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 directly, besides the in- 
direct ss of as many millions more by derange- 
ments of business and ruin to private interests. 
Of ten suspended banks in Minnesota the notes 
were redeemed at an average of less than 30 cents 
on the dollar. Of thirty six banks of Wisconsin 
only six redeemed their notes at so high a rate as 
80 cents on the dollar. Even as early as 1860 the 
official report of only eighteen States showed 147 
banks broken, 234 closed, and 131 worthless, Such 
was the condition of 512 banks, the whole number 
in those States being 1,231. 

The great mass of voters do not remember 
back to the times spoken of by Gen, Garfield, 
but those who are old enough to recollect the 
miserable conditions of those days can vouch 
for the accuracy of the report. If any be dis- 
posed to doubt on the ground that Garfield 
was a Republican they may peruse the follow- 
ing utterance by President Buchauan, whose 
“loyalty ” to the Democratic cause will hard- 
ty be disputed by any one: 

The framers of the Constitution are not respon- 
sible for the existing anomaly that a government 
endowed with the sovereign attribute of coining 
money and regulating the value thereof should 
have no power to prevent others from driving 
this coin out of the country aud filling up the 
channels of circulation with paper which does 
not represent gold and silver. 

The Democratic wildcat currency was a 
grievous burden to the whole community, and 
all alike groaned under it as one too heavy to 
be meekly borne. And the working classes 
were the greatest sufferers, as the worthless 
currency was mostly left in their hands in the 
final shuffle before the banks broke—the peo- 
ple who were better posted getting rid of the 
„ cats’ in time to avoid serious loss. 

It should be easy to understand that the 
plan is radically defective, even if carried out 
by none but scrupulously honest men, while 
in the hands of rogues it has been a most pro- 
lifie excuse for stupendous fraud on the com- 
munity. Assuming that a State bank 
is good, it owes a double duty to ite 
note holders and its depositors. In 
times of financial stringency or panic 
it has to look out for both. Its notes are 
rushed in for redemption (they always have 
been), and it is obliged to provide for meet- 
ing them, as otherwise its charter would be 
forfeited and a state of bankruptcy entered 
on by its own act. Therefore it redeems its 
notes as rapidly as possible if it does not in- 
tend to burst. It takes them in payment of 
indebtedness, and in order to do so has to 
press its debtors just at the time when it is 
least convenient for the latter to pay up. It 
calls in all ite call leans, makes no more loans 
for the time being, and thus helps to intensify 
the stringency instead of alleviating it. 

Under the present national banking systein 
there is no such trouble. The notes are abso- 
lutely secured by the deposit of bonds at 
Washington which are worth more than the 
face value of the notes in circulation, and 

would warrant the taking of the bills at a pre- 

mium instead of at a big discount. So the 
holder of the notes is secure. There is no run 
on the bank for redemption, and it is able to 
devote all its energies to the welfare of the 
commercial community. 

While the good State bank is thus prevented 
from aiding to remove the stringency in times 
of panic the bad State bank bursts up right 
off. It does not redeem its notes at all. They 
become utterly worthless. And, unfortunately 
for the people, it is the issues of those banks 
that remain longest in circulation. And this 
is the kind of trash to which Cleveland and 
the Democratic party are committed. 

When Gen. Garfield told in another part 
of his speech that the circulation decreased 
from $215,000,000 in 1857 to $135,000,000 
three years later, he might have added 
that the smaller sum was merely that 
issued by the bad banks, the good ones 
having mostly redeemed their notes and re- 
tired them. The only money left afloat 
was the rotten, depreciated stuff emitted by 
the bad banka, and that had to circulate till it 
was finally crowded out of existence, not even 
the patriotic resolve of merchants and bank- 
ers to take it at par till the close of the war 
availing to save it from utter repudiation by 
the people. One of the greatest wonders of 
the time is that anybody old enough to re- 
member this complete demoralization can be 
such a fool as to vote for a platform and its 
candidates which pledges them to work for 
the reinstatement of this vile stuff to be put 
into the hands of the people as money.“ 
But such is Democracy under the rule of ite 
Southern bosses.

A TALK WITH COOPERS ABOUT CONVICT 
LABOR. 


An evening paper says that some of the 
union coopers in this city have decided to vote 
against Fifer for Governor because they are 
displeased with him in regard to convict made 
cooperage. It is very strange, if this report is 
true, that these disgruntled coopers are going 
to vote for Cleveland and free trade. It is an 
unexplainable inconsistency that they should 
vote for a vast evil while complaining of a 
little one. | 

With the adoption of the free trade that will 
come if the Democratic policy prevails coop- 
erage would pour in from Canada on the east 
coast to flood the market of this section and 
across the border from British Columbia on 
our Pacific coast. The Canadians would 
send us their staves, heads, barrels, and 
kegs in tremendous quantity, and at prices so 
much lower than those now ruling here that 
those complaining coopers would be left with- 
out a job unless they reduced their wages. 
While there are not enough barrels, kegs, and 
casks made by convict dabor in Illinois to 
seriously interfere with the production of the 
union coopers, there would de a great plenty 
of them from Canada if Democratic free trade 
policies should prevail. The foreign product 
would soon be offered up to a large part of 
the eapacity of the American market, and the 
American coopers would then be thrown out 
of employment unless they consented to come 
down to the Canadian scale of wages. It 
would not be possible for these grumblers to 
earn much more than three-quarters of the 
wages they now receive, and yet those foolish 
men are talking of voting for Altgeld and free 
trade!

HOOLEY’S THEATER. 


“By Proxy” Holds the Boards at Mc- 
Vicker’s—James T. Powers in “A Mad 
Bargain” at the Columbia — General 
Dramatic News. 


The action of a military play should go 
straight to the mark like a rifle bullet. The de- 
fect of the play known as Across the Potomac,” 
which was produced at Hooley’s last night, 
is it scatters like a shotgun. 
In other words, the interest it excites instead 
of being concentrated is diffused, and one can- 
not, therefore, allow the claim that has been ad- 
vanced for it that it ranks with such war dramas 
as Howard's “Shenandoah” and Gillette's 
Held by the Enemy.“ The latest martial work 
by Messrs. Augustus Pitou and Edward M. Al- 
friend has many merits while it lacks the prime 
one, and these it is a pleasure to mention, 

The play opens in Massachusetts in 1861, just as 
the news is received of Virginia's secession. Two 
allied families, one Northern and one Southern, 
who are arranging a matrimonial alliance 
which will bring them even more closely to- 
gether, put a stop to all neg@iations, and 
range themselves under their ective flags. 
Love, it need hardly he said, survives the war of 
the sections as it dia the feud of the Capulets 
and Montagues. In the first act isshown the bus- 
tle of raising a regiment in a Yankee village 
a scene that is realistic and interesting. 
The company that Capt. Baker (Boyd Putnam) 
organizes is drilled on thé. stage and acquits itself 
creditably. It won from the spectators a warm 
round of applause, The first act was on the 
whole spirited, although it was marred by an 
error of judgment, which was fre- 
quently noticed during the entire play. 
This was the attributing to Northern soldiers 
effusive ang bragging speeches about what they 
intended to accomplish and sounding platitudes 
about their patriotism, Now, while the Gascon 
habit of speech is by ho means inconsistent with 
personal bravery, every one knows that it is not 
characteristic of the North. The Gasecny of 
America lies in the South. This is ordained by 
the laws of climate as well as by other causes. 

Five years are supposed to elapse after the first 
act; it is toward the end of the war. and the 
glimpse of a battle is shown at a Confederate 


General’s headquarters in an abandoned 
cottage. There is a great deal of 
noise; smoke of a Southern battlefield 


fills a Chicago theater, and, of course the cousins 
of the first act find themselves ranged as foes. At 
this point it becomes difficult to follow the dif- 
ferent characters because they are so numerous. 
At the same time the blood of the spectator is 
stirred by the excitement that prevails, and the 
rapid succession of the incidents. 

In Act IIL another battle is shown, and the 
miseries of war are exhibited in the sufferings 
of the wounded. The story progresses, but only 
in a gradual way, the plot being almost smoth- 
ered by the wealth of detail. 

The climax of Act IV. is the act of a Southerner 
who declares that his duty to the State is 
stronger than his paternal duty, and therefore 
delivers to martial law the aflianced hus- 
band of his daughter, who is a refugee. 
The situation is strong, and the audience re- 
ceives it with fervor, but it is dashed with an un- 
naturalness which leaves an unpleasant taste in 
the mouth. ** 

The presentation of the play is careful in the 
matter of scenery and competent in that of act- 
ips. All supernumeraries are handled with rare 

iscretion; they are, accordingly almost dignitied. 
The comical element is unforced and genuinely 
amusing. Ebenezer Short, a Yankee private, 
who goes tothe war much against his inclina- 
tions, holds the attention of the spectators more 
firmly than do the serious characters. 
The character is humorously enacted by John H. 
Bunny. Another admirable characterization, 
which is also incidental, is an old-fashioned 
down South darky done by Gustave Frankel. 
Mr. Frankel has some of that sympathy with 
the negro race which distinguished the late 
Charles L. Harris. Mies Henrietta Lander, as a 
Southern girl, ae ted with much sentiment, but 
she did injustice to her own looks by an 
unskillful use of theatrical aids to the com- 
plexion. The principal characters are mentioned 
last, because they are really second- 
ary in inrpressing a spectator. 
The warring officers—Northern and Southern— 
are impersonated by Boyd Putnam, Matt B. Sny- 
der, Henry Talbot, Charles F. Gotthold, Edward 
J. Morgan, and Charles Nevins; and while all are 
commendable in their work they leave a nebulous 
impression on the mind, out of which no one 
shines out as a star.

A comedy entitled “By Proxy,“ new to 
Chicago playgoers. yet coming with the recom- 
mendation of a successful run of several weeks at 
the Boston Museum, was offered on McVicker’s 
stage last evening. Charles Klein is its au- 
thor. The play, as its name would indi- 
cate, is based upon the old plan of mixed 
identity occasioned both by intention and mis- 
take. There is, therefore, a broad field for amus- 
ing situations, which the writer has made use of. 
He has carried his so-called comedy down to a 
broad farce. He has been careful, however, to 
exclude everything that might be objectionable, 
and his success has consequently been in provid- 
ing for his au@itors an evening of light amuse- 
ment. 
However successful the author has been in his 
situations, the same cannot be said in his at- 
tempt to reproduce characteristic traits. The so- 
called typical New-Yorker we would not expect to 
meet in the streets of the Eastern metropolis, 
much less in the parlor of an English Lord, and 
the dyspeptic Englishman of the upper house is 
made to become almost a caricature. The same 
may be said of the juvenile characters, although 
the fault in this case is much less noticeable, 
The story of the play is as follows: 
Lord Clanmorgan, an old English Lord, and 
John Bennett, a New-Yorker traveling in En- 
gland, have arranged that the son of the former, 
Medwyn, shall marry the daughter of the 
latter, Josephine Bennett. The son, however, 
bas already married in secret a woman of lower 
estate, called Ogla Claremont. The venerable 
Lord has pronounced ideas as to his son’s matri- 
monial future, and threatens to cut him off from 
his inheritance unless he acts in accordance with 
the father’s demand. Visiting Medwyn at this 
time is a young American, Redfield Winters. who 
has been compelled to remove to England on ac- 
count of an escapade in New York. Winters 
wishes to return for a visit, but fears to come 
back under his own mame, and finally agrees to 
assume his friend’s name and thus give him an 
opportunity to satisfy his father’s desires and 
also keep secret his marriage. Thus the 
proxy, out of which a long and intricate 
series of complications arises. Medwyn is 
thought unjustly by his father to be a 
kleptomaniac, and the disappearance of certain 
jewels from the Bennett House in New York 
throws a new set of complications about his 
friend, who is traveling under the assumed 
name. Tostill further increase the difficulties 
Medwyn’s wife follows her husband to America 
and manages during the voyage to captivate the 
elder Bennett, who professes to be a widower. 
The embarrassment of the young American 
who has consented to be his English friend's 
proxy when exposed to the studied hospital ty of 
the Bennetts, and the confusion of Medwyn when 
discovered under an assumed name by his wife, 
add to the humor. Ig the end Winters, who is 
impersonating Medwyn, luckily falls in love with 
the young American girl. the Lord's wrath is ap- 
peased, and all ends happily. 
The part of the New York millionaire, John 
Bennett, was enacted by Mr. Harry Brown. Ho 
worked industriously at the characterization, and 
succeeded in bringing considerable humor to bear 
upon the part, although it was visibly studied. 
Lord Clanmorgan was impersonated by Mr. 
Lionel Bland with considerable success, although 
the result was essentially a caricature, Mr. A. 8. 
Lipman and Mr. Edward Emery as Redfield Win- 
tera and the Hon. Percy Medwyn, respectively, 
were satisfactory. Of the young women Miss 
May Standish as Josephine Bennett looked ex- 
ceedingly pretty and wore sume dainty gowns, 
but she had little to do on the stage. 
Miss Leonora Bradley was Olga Claremont. 
Medwyn's none too dlegant wife, and Mrs. Adele 
Clark aggressively impersonated Mrs, John Ben- 
nett.

In“ La Belle Marie at the Alhambra Miss 
Agnes Herndon is called upon in the first act to 
portray a country girl. She wears a shapeless 
bag of pink silk buttoned in the back. She has 
French shoes of generous dimensions with high 
heels. She is deserted by her polished lover, and 
it is no wonder—considering her costume, Over 
the remains of her aged father, who is killed by 
the false lover, sheewears in words that are re- 
markable for their congested punctuation that 
she will follow to the death the murderer of her 
beloved parent. It does not occur to her, it seems, 
to call a policeman, 

In the second act Miss Herndon carries out her 
oath by wearing a glaring red gown with hat and 
gioves to match. The color indicates that she is 
adesperate adventuress. To accentuate her 
wickedness she speaks with a French accent 
which recalls the horrors of Rhéa’s elocution. 
She ruins financially a Wall street speculator; 
and because she has disguised her accent he can- 
not recognize her as the country girl whom he 
had basely deceived. The business-office of the 
New York speculator is decked out in the Gothic 
architecture of a medieval cathedral. The au- 
thorship of this lifelike comedy drama.“ as it is 
called on the bills, is carefully concealed, and the 
prudence of the writer, whoever he may be, con- 
not be too highly commended. 

The members of Miss Herndon's company shriek 
their lines with an enthusiasm which suggests 
that the nondescript stractures of the Western 
country to which they are accustomed to play 
must be exceedingly capacious. Mr. L. P. Hicks, 
who portrays the father of the heroine, uses a 
genuine Scotch dialect, but he sees fit to 
shout at the top of his voice; and as he is first on 
the boards he strikes a keynote Which all his as- 
sociates take up. That Mr. Hicks is foully mur- 
dered at the close of the first act is regarded by 
the spectators as an instance of poetical retribu- 
tion. The young women in che cast who are sup- 
posed to represent women of social standing wear 
gowns that are louder even than the vocal efforts 
of the actors. These eccentricities of dress are, 
of course, merely amusing to city spectators; but 
it is shocking to think how these awful combina- 
tions of color must corrupt the taste of the gentler 
sex throughout the country to Actors who 
speak with the affectation of Miss Herndon and 
her associates, and wear such clot must exert a 
deleterious influence on the rural cOnimunities 
who perhaps take them seriously. Yesterday's 
assemblage at the Alhambra laughed good- 
naturedly at the pathetic passages ok La Belle 
Marie with more relish than it did at what was 
intended to be comical, and seemed to regard the 
entertainment as a diverting extravagance, This, 
indeed, it was.

„The Burglar,” a play more gentle than its 
title would indicate, which Mr. Augustus Thom- 
as has written on the basis of Mrs. Hodgson Bur- 
nett’s graceful story Editha's Burglar.“ was 
given at the Clark Street Theater. Lately it has 
been done in an outlying theater on the South 
Side. A villainous husband misuses his wife and 
infant child unt they are forced to flee from him. 
Thinking him dead the woman afterwards niar- 
ries again. The first husband, however, is not 
dead, as is supposed, but has become a burglar. 
By chance he breaks into his wifes house five 
years after the separation and is discovered at his 
work by his own child, Editha, who fails to re- 
member hig. The step-father appears on the 
scene, and through him the degraded father is 
made to recognize his daughter. In grief the 
burglar leaves his intended plunder and retires 
from the house. He retufns the next day, wound- 
ed, is forgiven by the one that was his wife, and 
then dies. : 

The love troubles of a young student and a 
young girl, who has the disadvantage of 
the daughter of a dyspeptic father, relieve the 
melodramatic tone of the play with a thread of 
comedy, which runs through the entire piece. 

Eugene Moore played the part of the burglar in 
a rather indifferent manner, and a precocious 
child satisfied the audience with her attempt to 
impersouate Editha. Mr. Carleton Macy ap- 
peared as Paul Benton and Miss Adelaide Merton 
took the character of the injured wife. Mr. Louis 
Dutton as the law student, Mr. John Hamilton as 
the father, and Miss Claire Swartz as the daughter 
appeared in tha comedy parts with better success 
than the principals attained in the more serious 
roles.

PROTECTION BACK IN 1771, 


A Letter from Benjamin Franklin Showing 
That This Policy Was Just as Important 
in the Last Century as It Is at Present. 
One of the strong points made by the Hon. 

Edward Wallace in his recent speech at the 

wholesale dry goods men’s meeting at No; 324 

Broadway was the production of a letter writ- 

ten by Benjamin Franklin in 1771 in London 

toafriend in America. This letter shuwed 
that the principles advocated by the Repub- 
lican party in favor of a protective tariff to- 
day are identical with t of Benjamin 

Franklin on the eve of the Declaration of In- 

dependence, more than a century ago. The 

foll~ wing 18 a fac-simile of the important por- 
tions of the grand old document: 


Lonpon, April 22, 1771.—Sir: . . . If our 
country people would well consider that all they 
save in refusing to purchase foreign gewgaws, ete., ; 
in making their owa apparel, being r to 
the improvement of their plantations, would ren- 
der those more profitable, as yielding a greater 
produce, I should hope they would persist reso- 
lutely in their present commendable industry and 
Sragalter. And there is still a fartherconsidera- 
tion. The colonies that produce provisions grow 
very fast. But of the countries that take off those 

royisions, some do not increase at all, as the 

juropean nations; and others, as the West Tadia 
colonies, not in the same proportion. So that 
tho' the demand at present may be sufficient, it 
cannot long continue so, Every manufacturer 
encouraged in our country makes part of a mar- 
ket for provisions within ourselves, and savés so 
much money to the country, as must otherwise be 
exported to pay for the manufactares he supplies. 
Here in England it is well known and understood 
that whenever a manufacture is established 
which employs a number of hands, it raises the 
value of lands in the neighboring country all 


around it; partly by this ter dumand near at 
hand for the produce of land; and purtiy from 
the ey of money drawn by the manufacturers 
to t part of the 


country. It seems — 

the interest of our farmers and owners o 
lands to encourage young mahufacturers in pref- 
erence to fureign ones imported among us 
distant countries. Your ebliged friend

Coroner Hertz Administers the Oath and | 
Then They View the Rooms in Which 


the Quarrel That Ended Fatally Com- 


menced— Three Toughs Pommel a Res- 
taraunt Proprietor and Rob Him of Wis 
Watch—One Man Attempts to Cut An- 
other’s Ears Off in the Street. 

Coroner Henry L. Hertz went to Rogers 
Park yesterday morning and impaneled the 
jury who will this morning investigate the 
killmg of A. M. Fougner, who was shot by 
James Dalton at that place early Saturday 
morning. The six men selected, prominent 
citizéns of the village, ate H. P. Daly. real- 
estate dealer, No. 80 Dearborn street; James 
J. Ennis of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company; Dr. D. Powell, physician, Rogers 
Park; E. E. Beach, attorney, No. 81 Clark 
street; P. L. Toughy, real-estate dealer; and 
Henry Hiesband, an attorney. 

After the six men had taken the customary 


oath they, in company with Judge Prender- 


gast, the attorney for the defense; E. P. Wil- 
son, the law partner of Fougner, and several 
the principals in the affair, entered 
the house and made an examination of the 
furniture and other contents, The party first 


‘examined the rear rooms, where the fatal

ENLARGE THE POSTOFFICE AT ONCE, 


Postmaster-General Wanamaker Urges Chi- 
cagoans to Take Action at Once. 

Postmaster-General Wanamaker, while at 
the Richelieu yesterday, talked about the Chi- 
cago Postoffice and its urgent needs. 

If the business-men of Chicago are wise,” 
he said, they will attend to their Postoffice 
in time, otherwise there will be a bad tangle 
during the World’s Fair crush of next year.

He Declares Political Apathy Is Criminal, 
and That the Safety of the Republic Is 
Menaced by Citizens Who Are Too Lazy 
or Indifferent to Go to the Polls and 
Do Their Duty—The Rev. J. W. Ingram 
Discourses on Lessons to Be Drawn 
from the Campaign.

duty of the citizen to his country, may be extolled 
in the pulpit, just as morel integrity and sound 
business principles shou ted. What-

falsehood, — gent eg pee 4 and corruption, 
whether in civil, public, or private life, should be 
deprecated. The partisan has no right to speak 
in the pulpit, for no one has a chance to reply, 
except behind hie back, when he himself cannot 
answer. 

There are two things vitally important to the 
public welfare—namely: first, upright citizens, 
and second, dutiful citizens. Republics cannot 
endure without good citizenship, and that citizen- 
ship must be active. The more active is the 
worthless citizen the worse for his country, 
especially if his neighbor, the good citizen, be 
apathetic. Just as surely as good men take a 
back seat in politics bad men come to the front. 
Public duties and private duties do not conflict. 
The obligation of citizenship is in a different 
sphere from that of domesti¢, private, business, 
or social life. One of the obligations is just as 
sacred and imperative as the other in its sphere. 

The man who proves recreant to his trust in 
one circle of life cannot be implicitly trusted in 
another. He may have been a good husband and 
father, an upright man of business, and a loyal 
churchman, although he was too indifferent re- 
cently to step from his door into the next store 
and register in order that he might legally vote 
at a national election; but I confess, however 
that I have not as much confidence in his general 
loyalty to duty as previously. It is a shame to 
hear it said that fully fifty voters in one of our 
best outlying precincts of Chicago did not have 
political interest enough to register their names. 
Americans, as a rule. love their country, but they 
sometimes seem to forget that it is just as im- 
portant and obligatory to vote as to cobble an 
extra shoe, more than if they had not voted or to 
sell $5 more of merchandise. To vote is a matter 
of principle and of patriotism. An election isa 
service sac to the God of nations. 

The patriot should go tothe polls Tuesday as 
conscientiously as he goes to his place of busi- 
nese, as he returns inviolate to his home, or bows 
in the sanctuary to worship N 

A citizen’s duty, furthermore, does not begin 
and end with party loyalty. I can easily see how 
a man can be true to his party and also true to 
his very best political convictions because the can- 
didates and principles of his party may be in har- 
mony with hisown best ideas. A conscientious 
lawyer may be true to his client and at the same 
time not unmindful of the eternal principles of 
right and justice. 

here has been less slandering of men in this 
campaign. Even then there has been too man 
innuendoes and bitter attacks and too much - 
less abuse. When will men learn to honestly dif- 
fer in Church and State and still be friends? If 
your candidate shall not be elected next Tues- 
day take the consequences philosophically, good 
naturedly; still continue to be neighborly with 
your neighbor and to rideupon the street cars 
with him as though there were no iceberg be- 
tween you. If any man trample upon the sacred- 
ness of his citizenship by betting upon the results 
of an election he should forever be disfranchised. 
He certainly does not think what he is doing. 
Almost as well might he have cast lots for the 
Savior’s seamless coat at the foot of the cross, 

It is a citizen’s duty to inform himself upon the 
issues at stake. If less money were wasted in 
illegitimate campai expenses, and more de- 
voted to education of the coming voter, it would 
be better for the future of the republic. The good 
citizen's instincts are truer than the bad citizen’s 
most exact information. 

The, political crime of our times, that which 
hangs over our horizon as the darkest and most 
threatening ‘cloud, is indifference. Whenever it 
comes to that the only people profoundly 
interested in the politi the republic are those 
interested far revenue Only, the doom of the re- 
public is sealed. A soldier sentinel sleeps at his 
post in the hour of his country’s danger. He is 
court-martidled and sentenced to be shot. Every 
true citizen stands as a sentinel upon the out- 
Auty; he has no right to Sleep 
even in the “piping times of 
peace. The most dangerous foe of the 
republic is not force of arms, but the apathy of 
its citizens. We hear much said about the Irish 
vote, the lalior vote. the colored vote, the saloon 
vote, but thé most numerous, powerful, and dan- 
gerous vote is the “ stay-at-home vote.“ 

The ballot is not a personal privilege to be used 
for private ends; it is a public trust. It is not to 
be used to reward a personal friend or to punish a 
personal fod if a forei foe should land on 
these shores and you should refuse to defend your 
home you would justly be branded as a coward. 
There is political as well as moral and physical 
cowardice. The hallot is the freeman’s voiceless, 
silent sword unsheathed to fight bloodless battles 
for righteousness and truth. May the ballots of 
America’s freemen ever fall like snowflakes on 
the mountain side of our liberty, becomi an 
avalanche to sweep away and overwhelm po- 
litical corruptions, national vice, aud crime.

TEMPTATIONS IN CITY AND COUNTRY. 


Dr. Gifford Declares They Are No Greater 
in the Former than the Latter. 

The Rev. O. P. Gifford of Immanuel Baptist 
Church preached on “ Temptations of Young 
Men last night. After showing how Christ 
was tempted in the wilderness the preacher 


among other things said: 

Temptation does not depend on place. The 
first temptation was in a garden where there were 
no cities. The first crime was committed in a 
field far from city life, Esau sold his birthright by 
a tent door surrounded by cattle, not by men. 
The sons of Jacob sold their brother into slavery 
from asheep farm. In city hfe there is a concen- 
tration of ice. Fathers and mothers looking 
into the city from afar shudder at the tempta- 
tions that will come to sons and daughters in a 
great city. They are many and awful, but I 
doubt if there is any more temptation or sin 
among the million and a half people gathered in 
this city than in the same number scattered 
through the towns and farms. It is no excuse 
for a young man in a ¢ity hke this to plead 
temptation when he falls into sin. Some of the 
meanest forms of vice and most outrageous 
crimes come to light on farms. 

There is something in the constant contact of 
man with man, the necessary yielding of preju-

Gen. Cozens hardly 
nds to keep the German military author- 
one as to the movements in the Ital- 
jan army. It seems, too, that he will soon re- 
tire from the post his successor designated. 
“Gen. Driquet is believed to be far from well 
inclined toward Germany. Austria has adopted 
a like policy. Germany no longer indirectly 
guides the military actions of its ally.

von Schliffen has lost bis touch with Austrian 
Generals. Vienna has ceased to be dependent 
in a military sense on Berlin. Austria is 
ogling Russia. Our allies, in a word, have not 
rendered us the help to which we wers entitled. 
They have left us to our own resources. The 
Army bill confirms them in the belief that we 
willing to continue making sacrifices. It 
is high time we showed them that we expect 
something substantial in return. The duty of 
the government is clear. It must adopta 
firm, bold, manly, and consistent policy. If 
our alles give us no support, of what use are 
they? We, should do wisely to seek other al- 
lies, stronger if possible, at all events more 
loyal.

EXTENSIVE MINING DEAL IN MEXICO. 


O. P. Huntington Purchases the Iron Mount- 
ae sin, Near Durango. 

Durango, Mex., Nov. 6.—One of the largest 
mining deals ever known in Mexico has just 
been consummated. The deal was the pur- 
chase of the wonderful Iron Mountain near 
Durango and the extensive steel and iron 
works in this city by Collis P. Huntington, 
President of the Southern Pacific company. 
What the price was is not known, but it will 
run into the millions, It is believed that Hun- 
tington already had the bargain as good as 
made when he extended the Durango and 
International railway into Durango. This 
will be largest works on the American 
content, controlling not only the iron out- 
put of Mexicb, but the entire South. The de- 
posit of tron is the largest in the world, The 
ore yields 75 per cent of iron. The famous 
traveler-expiorer, Humboldt, claimed it as 
the eighth wonder of the world. The mountain 
was owned by a syndicate of Scotch, English. 
and French capitalists and has been worked 
in a desulatory way for centuries. 


MURDER OF A DESTITUTE WIDOW. 


Villagers Claim She Was a Witch and Beat 
Her to Death. 

| Loxpox, Nov. 6.—The Moscow correspond- 
ent of the Daily News describes the murder 
of a destitute widow living id the Village of 
Snamenskoe, who was alleged to be a w'tch, 
and the trial of all the villagers on the charge 
of being concerned in the murder.

DvuranGo, Mex., Nov. 6.—A telegram was re- 
ceived yesterday from C. P. Huntington, Presi- 
dent of the Southern Pacine company, which also 
owns the Mexican’ International road, stating 
that he would be here Nov. 14 to participate in 
the opening of the Durango extension of Mex- 
ican International. Mr. Huntington also an- 
nounces that the road will be built across the 
Sierre Madre Mountains to the port of Mazatlan 
on the Pacific coast as rapidly as the construc- 
tion work can be carried on.

TALKS OF PROTECTION 


H. 0. BENNETT ADDRESSES THE OHI- 
0AGO SECULAR UNION. 


The Policy Has Been Exceedingly Hene- 
ficial to the American People and That 
Is Why the Speaker Favors It— Work- 
ingmen’s Protection League Holds a 
Lively Meeting—Cleveland Not the Toil- 
er's Friend—M. E. Quinn of Pboria 
Speaks to a Meeting of Workers. 


The benefits of a protective tariff policy 
were plainly, concisely, and logically stated 
by Chairman H. C. Bennett before an audience 
of 200 at the meeting of the Chicago Secular 
Union at No. 68 Adams street last evening. 

There had been several speakers before Mr. 
Bennett took up the subject. George M. 
Sloan was to have been the principal speaker 
of the evening and the text of his subject was 
to be Mathematics of Protection,“ but for 
some reason Mr. Sloan failed to be present 
and C. H. Beatty made the first speech. It 
leaned toward free trade. 

Mr. Bennett said: 

The United States Government costs $1,000,000 a 
day, more or less. The money is required to keep 
the various departments going, to pay the ex- 
penses of a standing army, etc., and, since we 
must have that money, we must raise it in some 
way. It seems to me that the most reasonable 
way is by the imposition of protective duties, In 
the old New England days, when I was a boy. 
there were pack peddlers in existence, They 
sold such things as needles, threa.i, scissors, cloth. 
laces, and 8% on. But when they went into any of 
the New England towns they were met with this 
argument: 

Now, you do not live here and we derive no 
benefits from you. We will charge you $2 for the 
privilege of selling your wares here, for you may 
undersell our mérchants who live with us and 
who help us to pay the expenses of our govern- 
ment.“ 

This is exactly what Uncle Sam says to John 
Bull. He says: Lou may sel) your scissors here. 
but, as you do not help us to bear the expenses of 
our government, you will have to pay for being 
allowed to enter into competition with our mer- 
chants who do.“ 

Mr. Bennett then told how the Waltham 
watch industry was started in New England. 
Geneva watchmakers, he said, had come to 
that part of the country from Switzerland, 
being unable to make a liumg there. They 
engaged at farming because it paid better than 
watchmaking in Switzerland. But men who 
had money put the immigrants to work at 
watchmakimg. The result was the present 
Waltham watch industry. Mr. Bennett said that 
watches in general were considerably cheaper 
now than then. For $5 or so, now, he said, a 
watch could be purchased that would have 
cost $20 or $25 when the Waltham movement 
began. Steel rails, he stated, were being 
made now for a quarter of what they cost 
fifteen or twenty yearsago. Thespeaker con- 
tinued : 

What do you free traders want? The avenues 
of commerce are wide open. Money is plentiful. 
I speak advisedly. General prosperity prevails 


as nowhere else on the face of the earth. The 
vast majority of the „le are wast- 
ing more than enoug to live on. 
1 deprecate the fact that children 


have to work in factories and stores and shops, 
but this cannot be charged to our protective 
policy. The selfishness of man has much to do 
with it and there are other unfortunate causes. 
I do not believe in the dishonesty of the American 

eople in general, therefore I would say to you: 
Band your Representatives to the Legislature, 
those who cannot be bought, and you will be 
doing pees duty ip advancing the future great- 
ness of our country. 


RAIN COULD NOT KEEP THEM AWAY. 


Meeting Under the A aspices of the Work- 
ingmen’s League Well Attended, 

Under the auspices of the Workmgmen’s 
Protection League a meeting was held yester- 
day afternoon in the new building under con- 
struction at Sixty-third street and Stony 
Island avenue, which was attended by some 
250 laboring men. The place in which the 
eting was held was open on two sides, but 
the cold wind which swept through it did not 
chill the ardor of the assemblage. 

Fred Bauer was the first speaker. He 
showed up Cleveland’s vetoes of the pension 
bills while he was President.

CELESTIAL FIREWORKS IN NOVEMBER. 


A Brilliant Display of Meteors May Be 
Expected. | 
New York Times: November is always con- 
spicuous for one thing, so that if there are no 
other very marked phenomena we are always 
sure of having one distinctive feature, and 
that is the meteors. The earth in November 
will surely plunge through the great n.eteor 
zone that lies in her pathway about the 14th, 
and meteors will be seen on the nights of the 
13th, 14th, and 15th, though no one dan tell 
beforehand whether a more brilliant display 
than usual will reward the patiént watch of 
the observer, or whether the falling stars will 
be few and far between, 
Every year brings us one step nearer the ex- 
ted epoch when the meteors in Ndvember 
will fall like the raindrops in a tropical storm 
and the heavens will seem to be on fire. The 


mination, and tis not so very far away. Each 
succeeding year between now and then may 
show us an increasing pyr technic display. It 
is thought that in course of time, instead of a 
number of years elapsing between subcessive 
meteoric showers, there will be a display well 
worthy of our admiration each year. 

The meteors are technically known as 
Leonids, because the point frbm which they 
seem to radiate is in the constellation of the 
Lion, which is known astronomically as Leo, 
and are easily distinguished from other 
groups. They move swiftly, are character- 
ized by a greenish or bluish ‘tint, while the 
trains they leave behind are brilliant and re- 
main forsome seconds. The best time to 
look for Leonids is about 3 o’cloek in the 
morning, when Leo is well above the horizon, 
th ugh they may be seen at any time during 
the night. 

The Leonidas have a romantic history. It 
has been proved that in the year 126 of our 
era l'emple’s comet came very near Uranus, 
which turned the comet from its course and 
imprisoned it in our system. It has ever 
since continued to revolve in the orbit in 
which it was compelled to move by à resist- 
less power, the perihelion resting on the 
earth’s orbit and the aphelion reaching be- 


earth’s crossing place once in thirty-three 
and a quarter years, and then the great 
meteoric showers occur. In the case of the 
Leonids the meteor swarm follows the 
comet. Many astronomers believe that the 
comet itself is the thickest part of the swarm, 
and that the meteor swarms are simply the 
débris of the comet.

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VIGOROUS OLD MEN IN EUROPE. 


Extraordinary Longevity Among Conspleu- 
ous Personages. ., 

The present century will remain on record 
in bistory for the number of eases of extraor-. 
dinary longevity among its most conspicuous 
personages, writes the Marquis de Fontenoy. 
I am led to make this remark by the an- 
nouncement of the death at Constantinople of 
old Nymak Pasha, the senior of the Turkish 
Field Marshals. He had attained the great 
age of 110 years, and retained possession of 
his mental faculties almost to the last. 

His eldest son, a man considerably over 70, 
is also a Field Marshal in the Ottoman Army, 
andi unless Jam mistaken this has been the 
first case known of both father and son si- 
multaneously holding the baton of Field Mar- 
shal. 
The astonishment likely to be created by 
the mention of the advanced age at which

DYING MADE DELIGHTFULLY EASY. 


How Chinese Pirates View the Introduction 
of the Guillotine, 
London Globe: It 1s said that the guillotine 
has recently been introduced by the French 
into their coloay of Tonquin. Our neighbors, 
as all the world is aware, have had and still 
have plenty of work todo in the way of ex- 
terminating piracy in that vast and as yet un- 
remunerative possession. And the method 
which they endeavor to exterminate 
pirate (when they catch him, 
as ai rule, they’ do not) is 
of decapitation. That ceremony 
has hitherto been performed in the primitive 
and rather barbarous native way. The cul- 
prit, being placed in a Convenient position, 
used to light a cigarette and wait for the exe- 
cutioner to take a shot at his neck with a big 
sword. 
Sometimes the headsman aimed straight 
and sometimes he did not, and a feeling 
long existed among the gentlemen of the 
piratical profession that an execution thus 
executed was distinctively an unpleasant 
process for the patient. Consequentiy the in- 
tr: duction of the wood of justice has by no 
means produced the effect which the French 
authorities desired and expected. Instead of 
being impressed with the horror of this mode 
of execution, the natives of Tonquin are said 
to be highly delignted with it. In fact, they 
regard the guillotine asa most ingenious article 
de Paris, and thay have already witnessed one 
execution with every demonstration of enthu- 
siasm. 
Dying, they say, is made so delightfully easy 
by this admirabie invention of the superior 
European intelligence. The result is that con- 
siderable satisfaction is expressed in piratical 
circles, and it is confidently anticipated that 
piracy will shortly increase very considerably, 
as nobody in Tonquin would mind beiag 
abbreviated instantaneously by the guillotine. 
Death, in short, has lost most of its terror 
because the process of dying has been rendered 
80 simple.

Of them all probably the store on Sacra- 
mento street is the most nicel} fitted up, and 
carries the largest and most complete stock. 
The propriet..rs confine themselves entirely to 
fine kid shoes for both sexes, The store 1s 

uite large, well lighted, and ventilated as 

oroughly as any American establishment, 
there being noth to offend the most 
fastidious in outward appearance. 

Its arrangement is on the usual plan of the 
Caucasian shoe store— is, the seats for the 
customers to sit while having their shoes tried 
on are in the center of the room, and the stock 
is neatly arranged around the walls. ‘Phere is 
a glass case also in Which to exhibit very fine 
work, and the salesmen are ali yellow-faced, 
almond-eyed Chinamen, although Americans 
in their dress. They speak English remark- 
ably well also, and are quite as polite and 
agreeable and patient with their patrons as 
any white salesman, and much more so than 
some. To be sure some squeamish person 
might object to seeing their wives’ and daugh- 
ters’ feet and ankles pawed over by the 
Chinese salesmen, but the customers do not 
appear to object, and if they do not, why who 
should? Many of the customers, however, 
appear a little shamefaced, and take their 
seats in a part of the store where an upright 
showcase prevents them from being virible to 
passersby in the street, while if a male cus- 
tomer intrudes he is received with anythi 
but friendly glances from the ladies, though 
welcomed by the salesinen. 

The shoes in this establishment are as styl- 
ish in cut and fit and in the quality of kid as 
fine as can be bought in any fashionable 
down-town store for twice the money. 
result has been, of course, to draw a large class 
of customers from the American establish- 
ments. Although this store is in China- 
town and has not been lang open, the 
owners have found it necessary to 
make an extension at the back to accom- 
modate their rapidly growing trade. The 
clerks are always busy, with many 
people waiting to be attended to. The 
other day fifty well-dressed and stylish-appear- 
ing ladies were counted in the store at one 
time. The proprietor of the place speaks En- 
lish well and is most affable. He said that 
e had gone into the retail trade only as an 


experiment to see whether it would y or 
not, and that he did not expect he would have 
so Many customers as he had. When asked 


how it was that they sold their goods for so 
much less than they can be bought elsewhere, 
he replied that he sold his shoes at retail for 
only a trifle more than at wholesale prices. 
and that the difference they realized lay in re- 
ceiving for retail sales cash, while at whole- 
sale they were obliged to give credit. 

The factory is situated right above the store, 
and dozens of Chinamen are kept busily em- 
ployed. The machinery is all of the latest, 
and is run entirely by electricity. It is a 
large, airy place with plenty of windows— 
quite different from the small, illy ventilated 
rooms the Chinese usuaily work in—and the 
proprietor is quite rroud of this fact. 

Only shoes of fine quality are made here, 
and the material is certainly the equal of that 
used in any of the American fine shoes. They 
import their own fine kid from France, and 
the rest comes from the East direct from the 
manufacturers. 

The people who are patronizing the Mongo- 
lians are not, as might be supposed, the labor- 

class or those always on the hunt for bar- 
gains, but many of the most wealthy and 
fashionable members of society, and the ex- 
tent to which the trade hes grown may be 
judged when the Sacrament? street store was 
obliged, after building on an addition to the 
place, to put a partition in one end on hinges 
so as to throw it all into one immense room 
to accom modate the fifty and often more ladies 
who happen to be in the place at onetime. It 
may not seem to some ladies a pleasant thing 
to have a Chinaman trying on one’s shoes, but 
after all he is only a man, as are the clerks 
in ali shoe stores, even if of a different color 
and face, and when he is found to be as neat 
and polite and attentive as any white sales- 
man, and a great deal more rticular and 
deferential than many, what difference does 
it wake, especially when from $2 to $3 can be 
saved on each pair of shoes bougnt?

Either may make the 
professional engineer’s fortune, while the 
lawyer or doctor has no such opportunity. 
Neither is brought into such close connec- 
tion with the actual affairs of business, 
The discovery of chloroform, either, or of 
any of the means of producing anzsthesis, un- 
doubtedly the greatest medical discoveries of 
the present time, made no fortunes for the 
discoverers; indeed the names of these bene- 
factors to humanity are almost forgotten. 
But the names of the great engineers who 
not only benefited the world, but have made 
larye fortunes, are household words, As an 
instance of what we have said, the words of 
an eminent and wealthy mining engineer nay 
be quoted:

Millions of Miles Once Covered with Ice a 


area of about 4,000,000 square miles in North 


America and another ot about 2, 
miles in Europe were covered by ice sheets, 
which in their maximum extent had probably 
an average thickness of a half to two-thirds of 
a mile, or portage sien of one mile. 

The weight, however, of a column of ice 
half a mile high is, in round numbers, 1,100 
pounds to the square inch, and there is more 
— 4,000,000,000 square inches in a square

And the whole of this enormous mass being 
extracted from the ocean, its differential effect 
ip producing chan of level was doubled. 
The ice-cumbe land, accordingly, went 
down like an overladen ship until it was awash

MAY BE WITHIN THE GUARD RAIL. 


Rights That United States Marshals Have 
in the Election Tomorrow. 

Some Democrats having doubted the rig ut 
of the United States Marshals to occupy a 
place within the polls, the following passage 
from the instructions of Chief Supervisor C. 
M. Denison tor the Northern District of New 
York, which Attorney-General Miller has in- 
dorsed, wili make interesting reading: 

Sec. 2,022 requires that the Marshal and his 
general and special deputies shall preserve order 
at places of registration and at the polls, support 
— protect the supervisors of election, prevent 
fraudulent registration and fraudulent voting, 
or fraudulent conduct on the part of any officer 
of election, and it must necessarily follow that 
the Marshal and his general and special deputies 
have the right and it is their duty to be 
and remain in all places where they can 
best discharge their duties, whether such places 
be inside or outside the guard rail. The provis- 
ions of the Federal election laws are in force 
whenever a representative in Congress is voted 
for, and whenever any of the provisions of the 
Federal law are in conflict with the State statute 
the Federal statutes must. be followed.

Mayor Washburne Issues a Proclamation 
Regarding Election Day. 

Mayor Washburne has issued the following 
proclamation ordering saloons closed election 
day between the hours of 6 a. m. and 4 p. m.:

Waereas, In Sec. 79, Chapter 46, of the Revised 
Statutes of Illinois it is ordered that No spirit- 
uous, malt, vinous, or intoxicating liquor shall be 
sold or given away at retail, nor shall any saloon 
or bar-room, or place where such liquor is sold or 
given away, be open upon any general or special 
election day within one mile of the place of hold- 
ing an election. Whoever violates the provisions 
of this sectior. shall be fined in a sum not less than 
$25 nor more than 8100.“ 

Therefore, I. Hempstead Washburne, Mayor 
of the City of Chicago, do require and order that 
all saloous, bar-rooms, or places where spiritu- 
ous, malt, vinous, or intoxicating liquors are 
sold or given owes within the limits of the City 
of Chicago, sh be, and remain, closed between 
the hours of 6 o'clock in the morning and 40’clock 
in the afternoon of said election day, under the 
provided by the statute and the addi- 
tional penalty of forfeiture of li of every

Chicago has more than fulfilled the promise 
it made to the country with regard to the 
Fair. That city has spent $10,000,000 in pro- 
viding a home for it, and it has spent it not 
only with characteristic liberality, but with 
such good taste, with such respect, reverence, 
even, for. art, as to command universal ad- 
miration and commendation. The promise 
Chicago made was to erect the buildings by 
the Ist of May, 1893. They are already 
erected and they surpass in their grandeur and 
beauty all possible expectation. The city 
having done so much, the country should not 
do less proportionately. First of all it should 
cordially and gratefully recognize the magni- 
tude and the value of the great work Chicago 
has done, and it should then resolve, the prep- 
aration for the Fair being so adequate, the 
completion of it should be equally so; that it 
should be in deed and fact a compiete gx- 
position of all the products and productions of 
the world’s arts and sciences, and especially 
of those of this hemisphere. 


Oldest College in Chile. 

The oldest college in Chile is the Instituto 
Nacional,’ which received its charter from the 
King of Spain more than 100 years ago. In pro- 
vincial days it was known as El Colegio de San 
Felipe, but in 1862 it was reorganized and re- 
named. It occupies a fine building on 
the Alameda, alongside the National Uni- 


versity. The “Instituto” has an average 
annual attendance of I. pupils and 
the university about 1,000. The latter has a li- 


brary of 10,000 volumes and all manner of scien- 
tific apparatus for the use of the students. It is 
divided into five faculties, and its course of study 
covers a period of six years, embracing mathe- 
matics, practical surveying, physics, natural 
history, chemistry, astronomy, cosmography, and 
other sciences, languages ancient and modern, 
law, theology, a medicine. There are 800 
primary schools in Chile, with an average attend- 

ance of 170,000 children. About ten years ago

CLEVELAND IS FREE TRADERS’ HOPE. 


Why Americans Should Prefer the Amer- 
ican Candidate. 

From the Loudon Graphic, June 23, 1892: 
Englishmen will watch Me. Cleveland’s cam- 
paign with cordial sympathy, for not only is 
his tariff policy in accord with the orthodox 
economic school of England, but his party 
platform wisely condemned the arrogant and 
irritating foreign policy of its opponents.

GOING LIKE BUFFALO. 


THERE WILL SOON BE NO PRAIRIE 


Indiscriminate Slaughter on the Part of 
Hunters Has Almost Resulted in Ex- 
termination—How the Fowls Protect 
Themselves—They Are Non-Migratory 
and Might Be Preserved if Given Prop- 
er Protection—The Laws Regarding 
Them Are Constantly Being Violated. 


The exhilarating sport of hunting the prairie 
chicken on the plains of the West will soon be 
as extinct as that of shooting buffalo, says an 
Abilene correspondent to the New York Ad- 
vertiser. The quick whir-r-r of the bird is 
heard less and less frequently, and the hunters 
encounter a far greater wariness than of old. 
Only a few years ago and the sportsman was 
in clover when he reached the prairies of Kan- 
sas. Special cars, with. hunters aboard, 
stopped in the midst of the level plains, and 
when the men came back it was with shoul- 
ders heavily laden with the toothsome and 


attractive game, 

But the heartless and indiscriminate slaugh- 
tor, in season and out-of season, to which the 
different varieties of grouse and quail have 
been subjected during the last decade has al- 
most ruined the sport on the plains of Kan. 
sas, Nebraska, Iowa, and owner sections of the 
West. To besute there is yet game, but it 
has so decreased in quantity that the present 
season sees not one-tenth the amount that ex- 
isted a few years since. 

There is little sport more enticing than the 
shooting of prairie chickens—or pinnated 
grouse. Nothing can be compared to it ex- 
cept the hunting of the wild turkey. While 
turkey is sought in the timber of the bottom 
lands the prairie chicken lives boldly out on 
the plain, and trusts to his keenness of vision 
and rapid flight to protect himself. To creep 
upon a flock of the fowls at home is a sight 
to be remembered. The rich, plump bodies 
of hens shading from dark grayish brown 
on breast and wingstoa light gray neck 
and darx head, andthe larger build of the 
males, with the distinguishing long black 
feathers on the neck, reaching down like the 
ends of a yoke, make a delicious contrast for 
the lover of the rifle with the green of the 
prairie sod. 

Are Hard to Find, 

They are large enough to make a good, le- 
gitimate prey; they are excellent eating, ten- 
der, rich, gamey. But their outposts hear 

ou, and a quick, clucking warning is given. 

u an instant every head drops, the bodies 
crouch close to the ground and apparently 
disappear. Unless you are a practical hunter 
you will declare that half asecond has suf- 
ficed for some of the birds to sink into the 
earth. But they are all there. This one be- 
hind a little grass clump, that in a tiny hollow 
made by some pony’s foot, andther spread: 
its wings as it squats at the base of a w 
stalk. To the amateur eye it is remarkable 
if without considerable search more than two 
or three can be detected, so closely do the 
colors of the birds blend with the shadows 
and tints of the sod. 


The professional knows that they are all 


there and the bunch is speedily flushed. In an 


instand they rise about you as if suddenly 


created from dust. One was less than a yard 
from your feet, yet you did not see it. Their 
flight is a peculiar one. Rising to a height of 
from twenty to fifty feet they take u horizontal 


course, churning the air rapidly with the 


stumpy wings until momentum is acquired, 
then sailing with outstretched piagions for 
many rods, A prairie chicken is never awk- 
ward or ridiculous except when in the air. On 
taking flight the birds do not, like the quail, 
go as a flock, but radiate in every direction, 
so that he is a good gunner indeed who makes 
both barrels count, 
Not Sufficiently Protected. 

The prairie chicken is non-migratory, and, 
like quail, turkey, and rabbits, might be pre- 
served fur alltime if afforded a reasonable 
amount of protection. Grouse and quail can 
stand a comparatively close settiement of the 
country, at least one as close as most parts of 
the West will admit of, and with the proper 
enforcement of rigidly drafted game laws, as 
well as a manly forbearance on the part of 
the sportsmen themse.ves, would preserve the 
now unequal ratio between the increase and 
slaughter. As it is now there is practically no 
protection, and from June to December the 
markets of Western cities show forbidden 
game, It is not alone grouse, but quail, wild 
turkeys, and other varieties suffer. Poachers 
go with dogs out of season and bring in loads 
of the pretty game and it finds its way mys- 
teriously into the stalls of the cities. 

Kansas and Nebraska have laws prohibiting 
the killing or offering for sale of birds except 
from Sept. 1 to Jan. 1. Yetso flagrantly has 
the law been violated that it has become neces- 
sary for sportsmen’s clubs to offer purses for 
information regarding violations in order to 
prevent entire extermination. It will take but 
a short time to put an end to the sport at the 
present rate of decrease. 

The famous civilian scout Burgess, who is 
attached to the government post in Yellow- 
stone Park, gives some interesting facts re- 
garding the increase of game since severe 
measures have been taken with the poaching 
trapper. The elk, he says, are now in such 
abundance that they promise to give game to 
the hunter in season for many years to come, 
while the buffglo are increasing to such an ex- 
tent that the park will soon be well stocked. 
The same kind of vigorous measures will be 
necessary if the Western prairies are not to be 
stripped of the smaller as they have been of 


the larger game.

DEMOCRACY MEANS FREE TRADE, 


And Free Trade Means Sweating, While 
Protection Means Prosperity. 

M. J. Sutton’s Letter in the London Times 
of Oct. 19, 1892: “If to buy in the cheapest 
market is the chief end of man, then sweating 
is moral and the purchase of goods made un- 
der that unlovely grinding system is a virtue. 

„And are we not alla nation of sweaters 
while we take advantage of laws based on so- 
called political economy to buy the farmer’s 
wheat at less than a fair price, and can we be 
called a nation of patriots while we continue 
to uphold laws that are gradually driving 
wheat-growing as well as every other British 
industry out of the country? 

Protection has encouraged the French 
farmer in one year to put nearly twice as 


much extra land in wheat as the area (1,500,- 


00° acres) which has gone out of wheat culti- 
vation in England (as a result of free trade) 
in the last twenty-five years. 

What an immense sum would. be spent in 
England to pay for useful and healthy labor 
were a similar poser of protection adopted in 
this country. Whata relief to the congested 
state of our towns. What an increase in our 
home trade. 

At Rouen the other day a great meeting of 
the manufacturing and agricultural interests 
was held in support of the customs tariffs, and 
a resolution was adopted to the effect that the 
general body of agriculturists, manufacturers, 
and merchants there assembled on 
Sept. 23, 1892, were of opinion that 
the increased tariffs had already had a most 
favorable result on the trade of the country; 
that, while importation had diminished, ex- 
port trade was on the increase; and yet the 
cost of living had not risen. 

“Now, I want to know whether you think 
these agriculturists and manufacturers a set 
of fools, and that the growth of these 3,000,000 
extra acres of wheat by the French, which has 
given this enormous impulse to their home ag- 
riculture, manufactures, and trades has been 
dearly purchased by a resort to that protec- 
tion which has alone made it possible?”

|| THE DEAD BROKE OYOLIST LANDS 


SAFELY IN OHIOAGO. 


Local Clubmen Meet and Make Much of 
the Plucky Youngster Whe Rode from 
New York to Chicago Without a Cent— 
How He Evaded Friends and Foes and 
Beat Time—Evils of Winter Racing— 
Chicago Athletic Club Plans—General 
Sporting News. 

Harry Hillard Wylie, the dead broke cy- 
clist from New York, arrived at the Chicago 
Cycling club’s headquarters yesterday after- 
noon after a most novel trip. 

He was met at Puliman by a party of Chi- 
cago cyclists, and, after dinner, was escorted 
to headquarters by the following members of 


that organization: 

I. J. Berger, N. H. Van Sicklen. H. R. Winship, A. 
J. Nicho A. K Lamsden, Julian F. Bliss, George 
K. Barrett, E. W. Ballard. rooks, Googe A. 
Thorne, W. C. Thorne. W. B. 8 B. McFar- 
land, Charles P. Root, C. W. Davis, A. Hasford, 
Ben Becker, T. J. O'Neil. 

Accompanying them were A. W. Cleaver 
and A. ..« Lellaun of the Carleton club. 

For the notoriety it woula give him and to 
decide several bets made with friends Wylie 
undertook to make the trip from New York to 
Chie in three weeks. He was not tohaye a 
cent of money during that time. He was wed 
only the pneumatic-tired safety with which he 
started. this broke he was to wait until he 
could get it fixed. The distance was to be 1. 000 
miles or more. He was not: to accept money or 
have tolls paid for him. is outfit when he ar- 
rived here consisted of a change of underclothing 
a rubber coat, a Krowler,“ resen 
to him by a tramp, dead broke” like 
himself, and a tattered cycling suit covered with 
mud. cockle- „ and “ devils-needles.” He 
was forbidden to obtain assistance by fraud or 
trickery ; everything was to be done honestly and 
openly. ° 

How Wylie Traveled and Throve. 


The fact that he bad no money was advertised 
in large letters on the — of his wheel; New 
York and Chicago—Dead Broke,” being the 
1 easily read by every one. 5 

ylie does not look as though he could make 
such a trip. but be did, and arrived here with 
several hours to spare. He is slender of build, of 
medium stature, and very quiet and unassuming. 
Speaking to a reporter for THs TRIBUNE, he said 
his troubles began before he had left New York 
City. When he attempted to cross on the ferry to 
Jersey City his friends surrounded him and pre- 
vented his crossing. it took three hours hard 
work before he was able to shake these trou- 
blesome persons. He finally succeeded in cross- 
ing Brooklyn bridge and thence by annex to Jer- 


sey. 

His first night out was spent at Trenton, where 
he was entertained by the Mercer County wheel- 
men. At Philadelphia the Columbia cyclers cared 
for him so well he was unable to find his wheel 
for five hours the next day. He tried to “run 
down” a toll gate in the dark near Gettysburg 
and entered t cityin a crippled condition. 
Wylie was well received at Hageistown, where a 
lantern parade was a feature of the entertain- 
ment. 

Along the towpath of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal Wylie met with several accidents. He at- 
tempted to cross a mule train, but a revolver in 
the hands of one of the drivers stopped him. 
He next became tangled up in a tow-rope and 
finally brought up in the canal. 

Friends of Wylie at Wheel received him 
royally and then proceeded to fix and stop him. 

"and quietly left town im the 
early morning to prevent being arrested for va- 
grancy. Saturday and Sunday, a. week ago, he 
was with the (olumbus Cycling club. He was et 
Dayton for the Hallowe'en festivities and then 
made a run of 103 miles through the mud and 
rain from New Lebanon to Indianapolis. He 


| stopped three hours at Richmond, Ind. The final 


run was made from Momence to Chicago yester- 


day. 

The only time his safety gave him any trouble 
was near Cumberland, Ind., where a stick got 
fast in one of the wheels, tumbied him down a 
nill, and bent the wheels. He ieft New York Cit 
at 9:30 a. m. Oct.17. Impassable roads compeil 
him to walk 160 miles of the distance. According 
to agreement he ate three meals a day, slept ia a 
bed every night, and never paid a cent. 

Several receptions are on the progrem of differ- 
ent cycling clubs to be tendered the young ad- 
venturer during the week, Wylie will make Chi- 
cago his future home. 


THE EVILS OF WINTER RACING, 


Hawthorne’s Game an Uncomfortable One 
* and of Low Class. 

Every lover of the turf for the sport associated 
with the kingly game would be glad to see local 
racing close. Racing when solely the means of 
gambling is not to be encouraged. That in prog- 
ress at Hawthorne and to begin at the end of the 
week at Roby, Ind., is solely for gambling pur- 
poses, even though owners who do not gamble, but 
race for purses alone, are glad to enter and start 
their horses. The crowds go out solely to gamble 
on low-class animals, who, on account 
of their low class, run 80 incon- 
sistently that disrepute comes to the en- 
tire game. Racing in the Northern States after 
Nov. 1 could be made illegal for the good of the 
American turf. In the absence of a powerful 
turf body to regulate the matter the Legislatures 
in States where winter tracks are in operation 
could wisely act Mun racing to six months 
of the year—say from May 1 to Nov. 1. A law 
prohibiting betting on races not run upon the 
track in operation would close up not a few of 
the winter tracks. Foreign booking kept Garfield 
open last winter and eventually caused its ruin. 

awthorne’s profitable foreign book is the main 
reason for the track’s operation today and the 
preparations for winter racing being made so 
broadly under Ed Corrigan’s eye and hand. Cor- 
rigan will not. however, admit that he favors or 
will give winter racing. He simply refuses to 
consider these as wintry days, and is also im- 
pelled to race on by the fighting spirit in him, 
wrought up by the Roby enterprise. 

A mere spectator at Hawthorne in these days 
has a miserable time of it. The stand was not 
heated or inclosed Saturday, and the utmost 
power in the eyes of a man with a good hing ‘. 
and money to play it were needed to see the odds 
in a betting ring lit by vil lamps and some 
candles. Inthe paddock and jockey quarters 
there was even a worse state of affairs. The 
thinly-clad jockeys, compelled to change their 
colors between races, after being chilled to the 
marrow by waiting at the post under a biting 
wind, had no warm quarters. What comfort 
they got was from a few burning sticks in the 
open air. Common humanity should cause a 
warm stove and plenty of hot water in the quar- 
ters of the boys. Many are mere children and 
their lives are in danger under such conditions.
